veſted in the ſaid Truſtees, and their Heirs, as aforeſaid, either intircly 


or in Parcels, unto any Perſon or Perſons who ſhall be willing to be- 
come Purchaſers thereof, or of any Part thereof, for the moſt Money and 
beſt Price and Prices that can be reaſonably had or gotten for the ſame, 
and do and ſhall lay out, apply, and diſpoſe of, the Money ariſing by ſuch 
Sale or Sales, in Manner and for the Purpoſes herein after mentioned; 
that 1s to ſay, do and ſhall thereout, in the firſt Place, pay and detray 
the Charges and Expences attending the obtaining this Act; and do 
and ſhall lay out and apply the Reſidue and Surplus thereof in the 
Purchaſe of the Inheritance of Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, 


ſituate, lying, and being, in that Part of Great Britain called England, 


in Poſſeſſion; whereof not above One-fifth Part ſhall be Copyhold; 
and ſhall and do ſettle, convey, and aſſure, the Lands and Heredita- 
ments, ſo to be purchaſed, to, for, upon, and ſubject to ſuch and ſo 
many of the Uſes, Eftates, Truſts, Powers, Proviſoes, and Limitations, 
in and by the ſaid recited Indenture Quadrupartite, or Marriage-Settle-

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Jaſbus Iremonger and Utrick Fetlerſonbuug b, and the Survivor of 
them, and the Heirs of ſuch Survivor, do and ſhall permit and ſuffer 
the Premiſes, hereby veſted in them as aforeſaid, to be held and en- 
joyed, and the Rents and Profits thereof to be had, received, and 
taken, by and for the Benefit of ſuch Perſon and Perſons as would 
reſpetively be intitled to and ought to hold, enjoy, and receive the

And it is hereby further Enacted and Declared, That in the 
mean time and after the Sale and Conyeyance of the Premiſes hereby 
veſted to be fold, as aforeſaid, or any Part thereof, and until the 
Money ariſing by ſuch Sale ſhall be laid out in the Purchaſe of Lands, 
Tenements, and Hereditaments, purſuant to this Act, it ſhall and 
may be lawful to and for the ſaid Foſhua Iremonger and Utrich Fether- 
fonhaugh, and the Survivor of them, or the Heirs, Executors, or Ad- 
miniſtrators, of ſuch Survivor, to place out the Money arifing by ſuch 
Sale, as aforeſaid, upon the publick Funds, or on Government or real 
Security at Intereſt; and alſo, from time to time, to call in the Principal

by virtue of or under the Truſts hereby in them repoſed, any other- 
wiſe than each Perſon for ſuch Sum and Sums of Money as he ſhall 
reſpeQtively actually receive; and that no one of them ſhall be an- 
ſwerable or accountable for the Acts, Receipts, Neglects, or Defaults, 
of the other of them; and alſo, that they the ſaid Zoſhua Iremonger 
and Utrick Fetherſton haug h, their reſpective Heirs, Executors, and 


Adminiſtrators, ſhall and may, by and out of the Rents and — 
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of the Premiſes hereby veſted in them as aforeſaid, or out of the 
Money ariſing by Sale thereof, retain to and reimburſe themſelves all 
reaſonable Coſts, Charges, and Expences, that they reſpectively ſhall 
or may ſuſtain or be put unto, in or about the Execution of the 
Truſts hereby in them repoſed.

Children between them Two begotten, or to begotten, and the Iſſuc 
of ſuch Child and Children reſpectively, and all and every Perſon and 
Perſons claiming or intitled to any Uſe, Truſt, Eſtate, Intereſt, Be. 
nefit, or Advantage, of, in, to, or out of, the Manors, or reputed 
Manors or Lordſhips, veſted and ſettled by this Act, or any of them, 
or any Part thereof reſpeQtively, by virtue of or under the Limita- 
tions of the ſaid Marriage Settlement, and the right Heirs of the ſaid 
Sir Matthew Fei ber ſton); All ſuch Eſtate, Right, Title, Intereſt, 
Claims, and Demands whatſoever, of, in, to, or out of, the Premiſes 
ſo veſted and ſettled, or mentioned or intended to be veſted and ſettled, 
by this Act, as they, every or any of them, had before the Paſſing 
of this Act, or could or might have held and enjoyed, in caſe the 
ſame had not been made. 
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
